SUPREME COURT. 
IN SUMMARY JURISDICTION. 


(Before His Honour Mr EB. J. Ackroyd, 
Puisne Judge). 


Friday, December 8. 


ACTION AGAINST THE OCEAN STEAMSHIP (0. 


His Lordship gave judgment in the suit, 
Oheong Fat Hop % tho Ocoan Steamship 
Oo. Me said:—In this suit the plaintiff 
claima the aum of $483.20, value of 36 
pigs shipped on buard the a8. Nestor at 
Hoihow on or abou the 27th Auguat, 1890, 
fur conveyance to Hongkong, and which 
hava not been delivered. The answor to 
thie claim iv tut these pigs ware jettisoned 
by tho master to save the ship from oape x 
ing when shu grounded on a bank ir tho 
Hainan Straits o few huars after leaving 
Hoihow., ‘There is no dispute sbou tha 
fact that the pigs were shipped, and that, 
together with about 360 uthers, thuy wers 
thrown overbourd by the Captain three 
hours after he left Hoihow, According to 
his evidence he was proceeding through 
the Hainan Strauta, the steamer being ia 
churge of a Chinesa pilot, when the pilot 
pur the ateamer ashore on the west bank, 
There was a strong current rugning at the 
time the ship went browdside on to tha 
bank, and heeled right over till ber tee rat! 
wos under water, and remuivipg in 
that position some of the pigs fell 
overboard, the rest alid down to 
leaward when, for the safety of the sbip and 
sll concerned, he ordered them atl to be 
thrown overboard, Mr Reece argues that 
the defendants cannot pal forward the plea 
that the pigs were jeitisoned, contending 
that it was not necessary, and bas called two 
Ohinamen who declare that the weather 
was perfectly calm, nu wind, waves or fog, 
the ship remaived y ite upright, ond was 
not in any danger, that there were cargo 
boats or passage junke close by into which 
the pigé could have been transhipped until 
tho ship refloated, but no effort was mado 
tu call them or obtain their assistance, and 
that the steamer fluated off without any 
damage the vext morning. In the bill of 
lading under which theee pigs wore shipped 
it in stated tbat the shipawner ehould nat ba 
liable for any jettizon. barratry, misfcar- 
ance, error in judgment, neglect or defoult 
of pilot, master owner, owner’s agents, &c., 
and the consequences. Thereforo, if the lows 
cames within any of these excepti: ne the 
defendants would be ozcused, but Mr 
Reece says that the word jettison there 
™means proper and justifiable jettison—that 
is, whon thoro is immediste danger and 
when no other alternative can be adopted ; 
—here the pigs might have been placed in 
the juoks or cargo boats instead of being 
dastroyed, and that the throwing overboard 
of those pigs on that occasion was ordered 
without any deliberation ; it was not an 
orrot of judgment, reglect or default, buta 
wanton act Fone without any consideration 
because the pigs were thrown overboard at 
Gnee, ‘Juitigon’ is one of the causes of 
Joss which has bean expressly excepted, and 
the question is what does it mean jn -this 
bill of lading. Jettison is the intentional 
throwing overboard of osrgo to lighten the 
ship in a moment of danger, and this word 
is used in the bill of lading without any 
restriction. Thereforo, it includes, and was 
intended tu mean all jettison, that is proper 
and necessary jottison for which the ship- 
owner is uot responsible and whio’ is not 
usually mentioned or provided against in 
bills’ of lading. and also jettizon which 
might not by vither necessary or justifisble 
but in roapeot of which thp ahipowner 
wished to protect himself. Sed judgment 
of Cave (J.) tn re Dixoi'v. the Ruyal-Ex- 
change Shipping Oumpany cited in Garver 
on Shipping p. 88 and reported in Lloyds 
Shipping Gazette, 23rd December, 1884. I 
have n doubt on this point, and my deci- 
sion’ on it mikes it unnecessary to- con- 
sider the other points raised. but aa the 
pluiotiff may oot uppept this view and may 
wiah to take the nase further JT would statp 
that even ifthe jettison was mmnecessery 
yet the remainder of the-clanse. would 
protect the defendants, for they have stipu- 
dated that they should not be responsible 
for any misfeasance, error ef judgment, 
neglect of the master, aud, therefore, if the 
master believed that thero was imminent 
dangor and that the throwing overboard 
was fur the benefit and advantage of all 
concerned, his act was not a wanton one 
amounting to a tort byt was an_errot of 
judgment against which the dafendants 
have protected themselves. My degision 
on thia point being in‘ favour of-the defend- 
ants makes it uoneceassry for me to.cin- 
sider the question raised as to the nece:nity 
for the production of the mate’s receiptorthe 
admissibility of the copy of it which the de. 
fendants bare sought to put in evidences,
